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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims are now limited to having the controller causing a band to contain no more than one of a single data 
file or AV data stream. Since the size of a band is flexible, the claimed "band" may conceivably be interpreted as "an area of memory 
containing a single data file or AV data stream". However, this is not the case with claims 20-27, which state that a band may be only 
partially full and any empty space must not be used. There is some ambiguity here, since the claim does not specify whether the space 
must not be used for the duration of time that a given file is within a band, etc. Furthermore, such a difference between claims 1 and 20 
may necessitate a restriction. Further consideration is required.
